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Girls arrested after 
tire at primaiy school

TWO teenagers have been arrested 
after Exning Primary School was 
targeted in an arson attack the day 
it was due to reopen for the new 
school year. 

Police arrested the girls, aged 16 
and 17, after a fire broke out at the 
school shortly before lam last Fri¬ 
day, September 4. 

Emergency services were called 
at 12.50am and worked for several 
hours to put out the blaze. 

It is thought the fire started at a 
shed adjacent to the school before 
it spread to a nearby classroom. 

The fire destroyed the shed and 
caused extensive damage to a class¬ 
room, the hallway and roof. 

Staff and families spoke of their 
devastation. 

Headteacher, James Clark, 
praised the fire service but he 
added: “The staff are devastated - 
we were all prepared for the new 
school year and the children were 
due in at 8.45am and then we had 
this in the night. 

“We are very upset not only be¬ 
cause it’s a beautiful building but 
it’s the heart of the community 
here. We have had so many lovely 


messages from the community.” 

A 16-year-old girl was arrested 
on suspicion of arson on Saturday, 
September 5, and has now been 
bailed until September 18, to allow 
further enquiries to be carried out. 

A 17-year-old girl was arrested 
on Monday, September 7, and was 
taken into custody at Bury St Ed¬ 


munds Police Investigation Cen¬ 
tre for questioning. She was then 
bailed until September 26. 

District councillor Simon Cole, 
who has a daughter at the school, 
said: “It’s very frustrating. It’s unu¬ 
sual for Exning. We quite often go 
three months in a row without any 
reports of crime. Luckily the fire 


service got it under control quickly 
otherwise the whole school could 
have gone up.” 

The school re-opened for key 
stage 2 pupils on Monday, while 
reception and key stage 1 pupils ar¬ 
rived for their first day yesterday. 

Mr Clark said the start of the new 
year had been “challenging” but 


said the children were dealing with 
it well. 

He added: “We have had a great 
response from parents and the lo¬ 
cal community.” 

Around 30 people turned up at 
the school on Monday to help get 
the temporary classrooms ready 
and the children were given a tour 
to help them understand what had 
happened. 

Structural investigations contin¬ 
ue to be carried out this week.

WASTE DISPOSAL 

Bins debate to 
move forward 


RESIDENTS in Newmarket 
could soon have to shell out 
between £35 and £50 for 
their garden waste to be col¬ 
lected. 

The news comes as St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet yesterday con¬ 
sidered introducing a yearly 
subscription rate for the ser¬ 
vice. 

Forest Heath District 
Council’s cabinet will con¬ 
sider the scheme on Sep¬ 
tember 15. 

Funding cuts mean in or¬ 
der to continue providing 
the free service the West Suf¬ 
folk councils would need to 
find an extra £500,000 a year. 

The shortfall arises from 
changes in the amount Suf¬ 
folk County Council will 
pay the district and county 
councils for each tonne of 
waste collected. 

If the current system con¬ 
tinues, the councils will lose 
£25.51 on each tonne of gar¬ 
den waste collected. 

Cllr Peter Stevens, St Ed- 
mundsbury cabinet mem¬ 
ber for waste management, 
said: “It is an incredibly 
tough decision to take be-

cause nobody welcomes 
paying extra for a service 
and we have taken it very re¬ 
luctantly. 

“The brown bin scheme 
has been highly success¬ 
ful since it was introduced, 
but recycling priorities have 
changed and we are facing 
huge financial challenges. 

“We have to cover that 
extra half a million pounds, 
whether through changing 
the brown bin scheme or 
taking it out of other ser¬ 
vices. We will do all we can 
to support home compost¬ 
ing where people have large 
enough gardens but appre¬ 
ciate that will not suit eve¬ 
ryone.” 

The change is also being 
considered in light of chang¬ 
ing attitudes to waste collec¬ 
tion, which focus more on 
reduction and reuse. 

This involves encouraging 
residents to home compost 
or take waste to the recy¬ 
cling plant themselves. 

A report to St Edmunds- 


bury’s cabinet reads: “In 
West Suffolk we consider 
the majority of households 
could have a low tolerance 
towards home compost¬ 
ing due to both practical 
considerations and in view 
of their current access to a 
dedicated brown bin collec¬ 
tion service. 

“However, we agree home 
composting should be pro¬ 
moted as part of any pro¬ 
gramme of change.” 

Suffolk County Council 
made a decision in favour 
of charging for collections 
in July. If all councils across 
the county adopt the sys¬ 
tem, the savings could be 
£1.4 to £2.4 million. 

If the change is approved 
by the cabinets, it will then 
go before full councils to be 
adopted.

Plans set in motion to 
get Sun Lane shining

PLANS to make a lane off the 
High Street the “shop win¬ 
dow” of Newmarket have 
gathered pace after a meet¬ 
ing was held to discuss the 
road’s future. 

The Sun Lane Regenera¬ 
tion Group (SLRG), part of 
the Newmarket Retailers As¬ 
sociation, met to gauge the 
level of support among resi¬ 
dents and shop owners for 
revamping Sun Lane. 

Organisers of the meeting 
claim the lane suffers from 
lower footfall than the High 
Street and is seen by people 
more as a passageway rather 
than a destination for shop¬ 
ping. 

Richard Fullerton, who 
works with Newmarket Re¬ 
tailers Association, said the 
meeting had gone well and 
that he was hopeful for simi¬ 
lar future events. 

He said: “We had about 20 
people turn up and it was a 
very positive meeting. 

“Everyone was very posi¬ 
tive about the kind of ideas 
we showed.” 

One of those ideas, he ex¬ 
plained, is to create a ‘pseu¬ 
do-shopping’ lane in a bid 
to demonstrate how the lane 
could be transformed. 

The lane would work as a 
mocked-up scenario to give 
people inspiration as to how 
to improve Sun Lane. 

“It’s all about ‘place mak¬ 
ing’, that’s what we want to 
do,” Mr Fullerton added. 

“It’s about making a place 
and making people want to 
come, not just for the shop¬ 
ping but for the experience.” 

The drive behind improv¬ 
ing the area comes ahead of 
the opening of Newmarket’s 
National Heritage Centre for 
Horseracing next year. 

It is expected the centre’s 
arrival will prompt a surge 
in footfall from the current

30,000 to 50-60,000. 

“It’s fantastic what they are 
doing, so the opportunity 
is there for Sun Lane to be 
regenerated,” Mr Fullerton 
continued. 

“A lot of people are going 
to be entering and leaving 
Newmarket by Sun Lane and 
it looks really run down. 

“We thought if 10 people 
turn up that’s enough of a 
level [of interest] to proceed. 

“It’s such an opportunity 
to do something with that 
part of town.” 

There are now plans to ap¬ 
proach more retailers, some 
of whom could not make it 
to Thursday’s meeting, to 
see if they would like to get 
involved in the plans. 

The event also included 
a presentation that showed 
images of successful arcades 
around the UK, for example, 
Northumberland Place in 
Bath. 

Joanne Rogers, leader of 
SLRG, said the arrival of the 
heritage centre posed a “real 


opportunity” for Sun Lane. 

She added: “We now in¬ 
tend to create a visual of 
how a regenerated Sun Lane 
could look along with a ‘wish 
list’ of improvements. 

“We will submit this to the 
Newmarket Vision Group 
in November. It could be 
a model for regeneration 
of other side-streets in the 
town if successful.” 

It is hoped similar regen¬ 
eration schemes could be 
rolled out for other streets 
such as Rous Road and Wel¬ 
lington Street. 

Cheryl Brighty, owner of 
Sun Lane shop Artistry in 
Cocoa, said there had been 
some “good ideas” at the ses¬ 
sion. 

She added it was impor¬ 
tant to raise the profile of the 
street to increase footfall.

Length of fields lease under spotlight 


QUESTIONS have been 
raised over the length of the 
lease granted to Newmarket 
Rugby club for the use of 
playing fields at the former 
Scaltback Middle School. 

The 25-year lease 
was granted in July by 
Suffolk County Council 
to the Newmarket Sports 
Development Association on 
behalf of Newmarket Rugby 
Club. 

But Newmarket town 
councillor Mick Jefferys said 
he thought a longer lease 
should have been granted. 


Addressing the town 
council's community 
services committee, Cllr 
Jefferys said: "Why couldn't 
they [Newmarket Rugby 
Club] have had a 50-year 
lease so they could have that 
feeling that this is definitely 
a permanent home?" 

Representatives from 
Suffolk County Council 
explained the rugby club 
had not asked for a longer 
lease and added the club felt 
the lease was sufficient to 
serve their needs. 

The lease was granted 


after a public consultation 
was carried out into the 
future of the site. 

Despite concerns over 
the length of the lease, the 
move has been welcomed by 
councillors. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, 
chair of committee said 
he was "delighted" about 
the decision, which he 
said came after years of 
uncertainty. 

Meanwhile Cllr Rachel 
Hood added the lease was a 
"really positive move" from 
the county council.

A14 closed after 
two lorries collide

Family dispute 
led to shotgun 
death, court told

A DISPUTE over a hare 
coursing bet between two 
traveller families led to a 
man being shot dead on 
New Year’s Day, a court has 
heard. 

Mark Mosley, 43, who is 
on trial at Cambridge Crown 
Court, has denied murder¬ 
ing Jessie Smith in the early 
hours of January 1 this year. 

Mosley lives at a caravan 
site at First Drove, Burwell. 

Mr Smith, who was 36 
when he died, was shot in 
the back with a sawn-off 
shotgun at close range as he 
tried to get into his vehicle at 
the site, the court was told. 

He drove a short distance 
before going into a ditch. 

Officers found his body 
being cradled in the lap of 
his nephew, Paul “Rambo” 
Smith, who was a passen¬ 
ger in the car. He was pro¬ 
nounced dead less than 
three hours into 2015. 

Karim Khalil QC, pros¬ 
ecuting, told jurors the 
Smiths and Mosleys had 
been at the Comrades Club, 
Soham, on New Year’s Eve 
when an argument broke 
out about a hare coursing 
bet. 

Mr Khalil said: "It was un¬ 
derstood that the two fami¬ 
lies would [later] meet and 
that there would be a ’fair 
fight’ in order to sort out 
what had happened at the 
club earlier.” 

He added: “It would be a 
bare knuckle fight as a mat¬ 
ter of honour between the 
parties to settle the score. 

“[Other] members of the 
two families can attend but 
they are not to join in and 


no weapons are meant to be 
used.” 

Jessie Smith drove to First 
Drove with his nephew and 
three other members of the 
family in his car, a Mitsubi¬ 
shi Shogun, the prosecutor 
added. 

It was thought that “Ram¬ 
bo” would be the one to 
fight a member of the Mos¬ 
ley family as he had been 
assaulted during the argu¬ 
ment at the club. 

But on arrival at the cara¬ 
van site a number of fights 
broke out. 

Both Jessie Smith and 
Mark Mosley were watching 
from the sidelines. 

Mr Khalil said: “Mosley 
was seen by a number of 
witnesses carrying a sawn- 
off shotgun and he was the 
only one we can confirm 
was carrying a sawn-off 
shotgun, regardless of who 


else might have been there.” 

Mosley also denied a 
charge of attempting to 
murder “Rambo”, assault 
causing actual bodily harm 
to Albert Smith, who was 
injured by fired pellets, and 
possessing a firearm with 
intent to endanger life. 

The court heard Mosley 
pointed his shotgun into 
“Rambo’s” stomach at point 
blank range and pulled the 
trigger - but the gun did not 
go off. 

Mr Khalil continued: “Paul 
Smith Senior then shouted 
’gun’ and knocked it up and 
away. The gun then went 
off.” 

Mosley was arrested on 
January 8 in Cornwall but 
when interviewed on Janu¬ 
ary 10 he said he knew 
“nothing” about the allega¬ 
tions causing the arrest. 

The trial continues.

A WOMAN beat her diet demons - and shed 
18st. 

Michelle Green, from Brinkley, became 
“miserable and depressed” when she bal¬ 
looned to 31 stone and five years ago went 
through life-saving gastric surgery. 

The 45-year-old, who lost 20kg more than 
the average weight of a professional rugby 
player, has been able to do things she has 
never dreamed of - like riding motorbikes. 

She told the News her spiralling weight left 
her incapable of doing anything. 

She said: “I was unable to walk up the 
stairs, I couldn’t go on holiday because I 
wouldn’t have fitted in a seat. 

“When I did make it out, I’d get a lot of 
stares and you would see people nudging 
each other. I would try and not make an eye 
contact with anyone or listen to what they 
might be saying. You get depressed and don’t 
want to leave the house and then there’s vi¬ 
cious cycle of wanting to eat more.” 

Michelle’s weight problems did not end 
with the gastric surgery in 2010 because she 
sunk back into old eating habits. 

She said she has now adapted her favourite 
meals by choosing leaner cuts of meat and 
cooking without oil. She says she can still eat 
lasagne, curry and cheesy chips as part of her 
Slimming World diet. 

Her new fitter lifestyle has seen her going 
on 10-mile walks and learning to ride motor¬ 
bikes, which would have been unthinkable 
when she weighed more than 30st. 

She has been supported by her wife Kate, 
who lost 5st. 

Together they rode their bikes from Suffolk 
to Switzerland to experience the mountain 




passes of the Alps. 

Michelle said she feels “absolutely amaz¬ 
ing”. 

She added: “I am healthier, slimmer and 
much more active, and I don’t have to think 
about whether I can or can’t do something 
anymore, I just do it -1 have so much confi¬ 
dence and feel like anything is possible.”

I AM writing to counter some of the 
statements made by Peter Diver in 
his letter last week Are they naive?'(3 
September). 

People are leaving Syria, not because 
they are a persecuted minority, but as 
a result of four years of civil war, with 
over 250,000 lives lost - a war that 
began with protests by the majority 
against a minority government, which 
then responded with brute force. 

It is definitely not a fact that 
communities will act to protect 
themselves from those who are from 
a different culture, religon or colour 
from them. 


The UK took in nearly 10,000 Jewish 
children just before the Second 
World War; in 1972 the UK took 
in almost 60,000 Asians expelled 
from Uganda; the West welcomed 
1.3 million people after the Vietnam 
war - all without major difficulties 
and with subsequent cultural and 
economic enrichment of the host 
countries. 

It is hardly surprising that refugees 
are not heading for Azerbaijan and 
Kazakhstan, both of whom have 
repressive regimes that heavily restrict 
freedom of assembly, speech and 
religion and where torture remains a 
serious problem. 

And perhaps we should indeed look 
at how other nations have dealt with 
refugees searching for safety from 
war: between them Turkey, Lebanon, 
Jordan, Iraq and Egypt have hosted 
3.8 million refugees. In Lebanon one 
in four residents is now Syrian. In 
contrast, the UK has resettled 216 
Syrian refugees and granted asylum 
to 4,000. 

I agree with Peter Diver that a 
fundamental change in Western 
society is needed, and quickly: 
Europe's population is large enough 
to absorb substantially larger numbers 
of refugees. And perhaps those of us 
not facing 'a tough life' can find it in 
our hearts to show compassion and 


provide safely and shelter to those 
who are.

Developers to 
appeal over 
homes refusal 


THE developers behind a 
proposed housing develop¬ 
ment in Newmarket, which 
was refused by planners ear¬ 
lier this year, have now sub¬ 
mitted an appeal. 

Flagship Group’s plans 
for 21 one to four-bedroom 
properties in St John’s Ave¬ 
nue were thrown out by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee in March. 

Flagship submitted the 
plans in November last year 
after carrying out two public 
consultations. 

Adam Broadway, direc¬ 
tor of development at Flag¬ 
ship, said feedback from the 
consultations had enabled 
them to make changes to 
their proposals ahead of the 
appeal. 

He said: “The valuable 
comments we received 
helped us develop proposals 
which we felt addressed the 
area’s housing need, while

taking into account the 
views of local people. 

“Our purpose is to deliver 
much-needed affordable 
housing and we are keen to 
continue working with the 
local authorities to meet this 
need in the Newmarket area 
where 155 families are cur¬ 
rently looking for affordable 
accommodation. 

“For this reason, we have 
decided to appeal against 
the decision made in March 
by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s planning 
committee to refuse our ap¬ 
plication for planning per¬ 
mission.” 

Focal residents were op¬ 
posed to the plans, mainly 
because of the develop¬ 
ment’s proximity to Ditton 
Fodge School and fears of 
resulting traffic congestion. 

A group of around 20 


residents blockaded the en¬ 
trance to the site when they 
believed construction work 
was starting back in the 
Spring. 

The group, who remained 
in place for around two 
hours, had raised concerns 
about disturbing nesting 
birds at the site, in addition 
to road safety concerns for 
pupils at the primary school. 

Among the protestors 
was June Barham, of Kings 
Drive, who said she was dis¬ 
appointed to hear of the ap¬ 
peal. 

She said: “It comes as a bit 
of a hit but I’m not surprised. 

“I still think that whatever 
they do it’s a recipe for dis¬ 
aster. I thought they would 
have more sense than to 
come back with an appeal 
for 21 houses.”

Forest Heath District 
and Newmarket Town 
councils provided grants 
but thereafter there was no 
public subsidy. 

The centre was re-opened 
as one of the first charge-for 
waste centres in the country. 

General manager John 


Durrant apologised for any 
inconvenience and thanked 
customers for their support. 

He said: "We remain 
hopeful this may only be 
temporary as there are 
tentative discussions with 
another potential partner. 

"We will maintain a site 
presence in the coming 
weeks to advise visitors, 
and use our CCTV system to 
catch flytippers."

Dave’s walk challenge to 
say thanks to Maggie’s

A MARTIAL artist from Milden- 
hall is fighting back after over¬ 
coming a cancer that meant he 
lost an eye. 

Dave Cogan will be celebrat¬ 
ing his birthday and being can¬ 
cer free on September 25 by 
taking part in the Cambridge 
Culture Crawl, raising money for 
cancer support centre, Maggie’s 
Wallace. 

The 45-year-old will be tak¬ 
ing on the six-and-a-half mile 
route around Cambridge to raise 
funds for Maggie’s, who Dave 
called a “lifeline” when he was 
undergoing radiotherapy. 

Dave was diagnosed with can¬ 
cer after he lost conciousness at 
work. An MRI scan showed a tu¬ 
mour that “looked like an octo¬ 
pus” in Dave’s left cheek. 

“When I got home, I sat qui¬ 
etly and started thinking about 
my options and all the what-ifs,” 
Dave said. 

“I felt the most important 
thing was to survive the cancer 
and have another 40 or 50 years. 
It didn’t matter what I had to go 
through as long as I could have 
more time with my family and 
friends.” 

Dave instead focused on what 
he wanted to do in the future - 
getting a black belt in martial art 
Wing Chun, walking the Scottish 
coast and travelling around Ice¬ 
land. 


He decided that even if the 
treatment didn’t work, he would 
fill his last months “with as much 
joy and laughter as I could”. 

After an operation to remove 
the tumour, Dave woke up to 
find his cheekbone and eye had 
to be removed by the surgeons 


and he started a gruelling six 
week round of radiotherapy. 

During that time, he found 
Maggie’s Wallace centre at Ad- 
denbrooke’s, on recommenda¬ 
tion of his sister. 

He said: “I had six weeks of re¬ 
ceiving therapy five days a week 


and after each session, I felt my¬ 
self diminish. 

“My body was falling apart 
and taking my mind with it. 

“I had problems with eating 
and my hearing and sense of 
smell were drastically changing. 

“My mouth was red raw and 
I couldn’t eat or drink much - 
particularly anything that was 
even in the slightest bit salty or 
acidic.” 

Dave added: “This was my 
lowest point and without Mag¬ 
gie’s, I would have done little else 
other than eat, sleep and have 
radiotherapy. 

“Going to Maggie’s gave me 
something to look forward to 
and a chance to feel human 
again.” 

Five months after his radio¬ 
therapy, Dave says he is recover¬ 
ing well - and will celebrate say¬ 
ing goodbye to cancer for good 
at the Culture Crawl at the end of 
the month. 

“Taking on the six-and-a-half 
mile walk will be a test for me 
but, more importantly, I will be 
able to start giving back,” he 
said. 

“I will forever owe Maggie’s 
Wallace a debt of gratitude I can’t 
possibly repay. 

“Maggie’s filled in all the gaps 
that the hospital couldn’t.” 

The walk will take place at 
4pm on September 25 to raise 
funds for Maggie’s Wallace.

MP voices ‘deep concern’ 
over future of post office

THE MP for West Suffolk has said 
he is “deeply concerned” about 
the future of Exning Post Office. 

Matthew Hancock spoke out 
in support of the post office after 
concerned residents launched 
a campaign last week in a bid to 
save it from closing. 

The MP says he “strongly be¬ 
lieves” the post office should stay 
in the village. 

He said: “Exning Post Office is 
a vital community resource and I 
am deeply concerned by the sug¬ 
gestion the village might lose its 
services. 

“It is essential that the post of¬ 
fice be kept in the village rather 
than moved anywhere else.” 

Mr Hancock explained he had 
been approached by constituents 
who were concerned about the 
post office’s future. 

“The Post Office is a communi¬ 
ty hub for the village, not least be¬ 
cause of the prescription service 
it provides to local people,” he 
added. “As new houses are built 
locally, the importance of this can 
only increase. 

“I will continue to listen to the 
concerns of Exning residents as 
we look to safeguard the future of 
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the Post Office in the village.” 

The MP’s comments come af¬ 
ter villagers launched a petition 
calling for the post office to be 
saved following reports it was set 
to close and instead become a 
shared counter in a shop in the 
village. 

The petition was launched 
by Keith Miller, landlord of The 
MHiite Swan, who previously told 
the News “not one person” had 
said it would be a good idea to 
make the change. 

Post Office officials said they 
could not comment on details of 
proposed changes. 

A spokesman added: “The post¬ 
master at Exning Post Office has 
decided to leave under the Post 
Office branch modernisation 
programme subject to us finding 
a suitable applicant with prem¬ 
ises to take on the Post Office. 

“The vacancy has been adver¬ 
tised and we will soon announce a 
proposal to re-locate the branch. 

“There will be a six-week public 
consultation.”

The Soham Village College 
pupil vowed to complete his 
own mini triathlon to raise

We caught up with Dan to 
talk about the shows.

“I’ve been wanting to 
make a work like this for a 
number of years now. The 
inspiration originally came 
from a number of amazing 
customs, traditions and folk 
events I had discovered - the 
tar barrels of Ottery St Mary 
in Devon, Old Glory and 
Pig Dyke Molly dancers and 
the Whittlesea Straw Bear 
Festival in East Anglia among 
them. 

“For me, the immediacy 
and the humanity of these 
events and the way in 
which they brought people 
together - in a joyful way 
- really appealed to me 
as a refreshing alternative 
to how dance is so often 
presented to an audience. I 
loved the close-up nature of

The Team Terminator rider crossed the line 
ahead of Grant Martin, of Ipswich BC, while, 
of the pre-race favourites, only Martin Smith 
got among the medals, the Chesterfield 
Couriers cyclist having to settle for bronze. 

But Smith suffered a nasty fall just after 
the sprint for the finish line and was taken to 
Bury St Edmunds’ West Suffolk Hospital for 
precautionary checks before being released. 

Lor the second year in a row, the rally, held 
at Mildenhall College’s Sheldrick Way site, 
was brought to a premature end on Monday 
lunchtime by torrential downpours.

KEVIN Grainger hit out at his 
team’s defending after Newmar¬ 
ket Town suffered a 4-1 loss at 
Swaffham Town in the Thurlow 
Nunn League, Premier Division.

Popular trainer Brittain announces retirement plan 


MULTIPLE Classic-winning trainer Clive 
Brittain has announced his intention to 
retire at the end of the season. 

The veteran Newmarket handler 
has enjoyed a stellar career, winning 
every British Classic at least once apart 
from the Epsom Derby, although he 
famously sent out Terimon to finish 
second at 500-1 to Nashwan in 1989. 

Asked why he felt now was the right 
time to call it a day, Brittain, 81, said: 
"Old age would probably be a hint, 
but I want to spend a few years looking 
after my wife. She's spent 60-odd years 
looking after me, so I think it's only fair 
I spend some time looking after her.

"Where there's a beginning there's 
an end and I just felt the end was nigh. 
This is the right time to do it. 

"I'm retiring with some regret, as I've 
had some fantastic owners over the 
years and still have, as well as great staff. 

"I've lived a charmed life." 

Brittain enjoyed his first taste of 
Classic glory with Julio Mariner in 
the 1978 St Leger, a race he later won 
with the great User Friendly, who also 
completed the English-lrish Oaks 
double during a glorious campaign in 
1992. 


He saddled two winners of the 1000 
Guineas at Newmarket in Pebbles 
(1984) and Sayyedati (1993). 

Pebbles was perhaps Brittain's best 
ever horse, also winning the Champion 
Stakes, the Eclipse and the 1985 
Breeders' Cup Turf. 

Brittain won the 2000 Guineas with 
Mystiko in 1991 and Terimon enjoyed 
his day in the sun when claiming the 
Juddmonte International that year. 

He broke new ground for British 
trainers when Jupiter Island and Pat 
Eddery lifted the Japan Cup in 1986. 

Honourable mentions also go to 
dual Coronation Cup winner Warrsan, 


the globetrotting Luso, multiple Group 
One-winning filly Crimplene and his 
latest top-level scorer Rizeena. 

A Group One winner in the 
Moyglare Stud Stakes as a juvenile, 
she won the Coronation Stakes at 
Royal Ascot last summer but having 
failed to reach those heights this 
season, Brittain has also called time 
on her career. 

He said: "The decision was left to 
me and we just felt she hadn't quite 
reached the heights of last year. 

"She's done so much for us in the 
last couple of years and we decided we 
wanted her to go out at the top."
